This message was misdi- 
rected and was not delivered. 

She returned home last Friday, and 
Ffindt, who had been living at 1908 
Nerth Fourteenth street since his re- 
turn to this city, called on her and 
begged for a reconciliation. She re- 
fused and told him she would sue for 
diverce. 

Thursday evening he called again. She 
refused to have anything to do with 
him. Friday morning he put a revelver 
and the mirror with the phetograph of 
himself and his wife on the back in 
his pocket and started for the Makrozi 
home, 

Repuliscd, He Shoots Self. 

He did not go to the door or speak 
to any of the family. He found the 
basement open and nt there. His wife 
heard him calling, Mice Mary, come 
down here. I want to speak to you.” 

She called back through the floor, 
“Go away, I don’t want to talk to 
you,”’ 

Then the family heard the report of 
the pistol, and Mrs. Frindt’s father ran 
for a policeman. None of the family 
went to the basement to see Frindt. 

The bullet entered the left breast over 
the heart. Frindt was rushed to the 
City Hospital, where the physicians said 
his wound was fatal and that he would 
not survive long. He revived suffi- 
ciently to make a brief statement. 

Wanted to Get Out of Way. 

“My sister wanted me to marry an- 
other girl, who had money,” he said, 
“and my mother-in-law wanted my wife 
to marry another man, who was well- 
to-do. This starfed the trouble between 
us. I finally got so depressed I just 
decided to kill myself, let my wife have 
all I've got and get out of her way.” 
Frindt pretended he could speak no 
English and used German in conversing 
at the hospital.

WAUKESHA, Wis., Sept 18.—Seaweed 
may Become a commen, palatable and 
neurishing article of diet on every ta- 
ble, if the hopes of Judge M. S. Gris- 
wold, expressed at a “dehydro” ban- 
quet here yesterday, are realized. 

At the dehydre banquet only such 
foods were served as had had all the 
water abstracted from them by the new 
dehydration process. The process is 
named from its effect on the food, the 
word meaning to take out the water. 


Judge Griswold expressed the opinion 
that the new dehydration process ol 
treating foods would enable mankind te 
subsist very comfortably on the seaweed 
of the Sargasso Sea. In his opinion, the 
human race could be very well fed by 
these algae, or seaweed, if the wheat 
and corn fields and the pastures were 
all abandoned. 


The Sargasso Sea is formed by the 
Gulf stream, which makes a sort of ox- 
bow curve and as it swirls around forms 
a pocket of calm, st'!ll water off the 
Bahamas, in which Sargasse or Gulf 
weed grows in enormous quantities, 
floating at the surface of the water ever 
many square miles of sea. 


This spot in the ocean was regarded 
with terror by the early navigators and 
explorers, as there was neither current 
nor wind in the weed-matted space and 
a sailing vessel entering the place was 
like one caught in a trap. 

That certain seaweeds are edible and 
nourishing has long been known to per- 
sons familiar with the littoral flora anda 
fauna. First, however, the weeds must 
be rid of all salt water. This is done 
crudely by boiling or distillation. The 
new process, however, gets rid of all

Through an open window she saw two 
men rifling the sideboard, which had 
been carried to the garden. Miss Lyon 
summoned Mr. Clemens and the butler 
and telephoned for the Sheriff and 
neighbors. 

The burglars meanwhik had fled with 
the silver; but they were captured on 
a train here, after a fight in which the 
Sheriff was wounded twice and one of 
the men shot himself In the head. The 
silver was recovered. Mr. Clemens to- 
day posted this notice on the door of 
his house: 

“Notice—To the next burglar: There is 
nothing but plated ware in this house 
now and henceforth.

Aeronaut Badly Hurt in Acci- 
dent, but Doctor Believes 
He Will Get Well. 





MISHAP NOT EXPLAINED 





Due to Break of Propeller, but 
No Cause Is Known for 
Such Trouble. 





WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—The mishap 
to Orville Wright's aeroplane, which 
completely wrecked the flying machine, 
Caused the weath of Lieut. Thomas E. 
Selfridge and so badly hurt the inven- 
tor that his recovery is uncertain, is re- 
garded by many students of aeronautics 
as the most severe blow aerial naviga- 
tion has ever received. On the other 
hand, it is pointed out that Seifridge’s 
death is only the fourth fatality dug to 
experiments with heavier than air ma- 
chines. 

Wright is a patient at the hospital at 
Fort Meyer, where he had made his 
world-famous flights, and where the ac- 
cident occurred. It was said at the hos- 
pital this morning that he was resting 
‘easily. 

“IT believe he will recover,”’ said Dr. 
Bailey, one of his physicians. ‘“‘He is 
suffering from a slight concussion of the 
‘brain, as well as the broken thigh, and 
three fractured ribs. He is weak from 
loss of blood, and I have instructed the 
nurses not to permit anyone to see him. 
He must be kept perfectly quiet, and no 
intimation of Lieut. 'Selfridge's death 
must reach him. He is bearing up won- 
derfully well under the circumstances.’ 

At Wright’s request a cablegram was 
sent to his-brother in France and a 
telegram to his family in Dayton, O. 

“But don’t let them know how seri- 
ously I am hurt,’ he said feebly.

Broke While Tnraing. 
According to Pref. Octuve Cianute.

“The bfoken propeller was entirely re- 
sponsible. It would seem to have been 
Gefectively fastened together,” said the 
professor.

The accident to the Orville Wright 
machine has stirred the sympathies of 
the French aeronauts as nothing else 
has done, the interest in it being far 
greater than that manifested at the 
time of the mishap to the Zepelin air- 
ship. The accident is generally con- 
sidered a severe blow to aeronautics as 
Orville Wright's machine was conceded 
to represent the highest development of 
the aéroplane and Wright himself to 
be the most scientific aviator in the

‘The Council has 
thrown itself into the fray as a second 
to Mayor Wells. 

Members of the House of Delegates 
get some jobs in President O’ Reilly's de- 
partment. They do not get any jobs 


from Mayor Wells. Therefore the House 


ef Delegates is friendly to Mr. O’'Reil- 
ly. The Council has always been friend- 
ly to' Mayor Wells, and naturally takes 
sides with: him in the contest. 

The great free bridge project—backed 
by “the people with $3,500,000 of their 
own money—is now imperiled, while the 
Mayor, the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, the Council and the House of 
Delegates are fighting over the question 
of whether Mr. O’Reilly may have the 
power to ‘“‘fire’’ a bridge engineer at 
his will. 

Proposition in Unfriendly Hands.

The Council | obstructed the progress 
of the free bridge Tuesday night by re- 
jecting amendments tacked onto the en- 
gineer’s bill by the House of Delegates 
at the dictation of President O'Reilly.

Time Flies as Officials Bicker. 

The city must begin actual work ‘on 
the free bridge by Jan. 23, 1909, or for- 
feit its Government franchise. While 
time is rapidly slipping away officials 
are quarreling over the qucstions em- 
bodied in the following amendment to 
the ordinance prepared by President 
O'Reilly, adopted by the House of Dele- 
gates and rejected by the Council: 

“Section Four—The appointments made 
under the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be for a term subject to the period 
of the completion of the work, provided, 
however, that nothing herein contained 
shall be construed as to prevent the re- 
moval of said appointees by the Mayor 
for cause, or by the officer, the said 
President of the Board of Public Im- 
provements, under whom they work at 
his pleasure.” 

The United Free Bridge Committee 
says Mr. O'Reilly takes the view that 
the bridge enginesrs would be mere 
assistants of his, subject to dismissal at 
his caprice. The committee holds that 
the engineer would stand in the rela- 
tion of a contractor to the President 
of the Board and as such would not be 
subject to discharge. This rule is also 
taken by City Coursellor Bates. It 
was for the purpose of thrashing out 
this question that the bridge committee 
was instrumental in having the House 
and Council appoint the conference com- 
mittee to agree upon a plan of action. 
O’Reilly and Council Both Censured. 

While members of the free bridge 
committee are of the opinion that Mr. 
O’ Reilly would not have, under section 
14 of Article 8 of the Municipal Code, 
any power to remove a bridge engineer, 
who had a contract with the city, they 
were anxious to discuss the proposition 
before the joint committee of the House 
and Council arid consequently they are 
now censuring she Council for what ap- 
pears to be hasty action in rejecting the 
amendments. 

The United Free Bridge Cothinittes 
also accuses President O'Reilly of un- 
dertaking to kill the free bridge by sub- 
miting to the War Department plans 
that will be rejected. 

It says his plans call for a unit plane 
bridge, 92 feet wide, with the span 61 
feet above the city directrix. The plans 
of the bridge submitted by Mr. O'Reilly, 
the Committee says, will cost not less 
than $6,000,000—almost twice the appro- 
priation. 

The Eads Bridge is but 52 feet wide, 
with a clearance of but 48% feet, which, 
according to the Committee, is ample 
for a double-decker bridge. So wide a 
bridge as Mr.O’Reillly has planned, the 
Committee says, will be practically im- 
possible of construction at the Chouteau 
avenue side, on account of the great 
cost of land for the approached.

Col. Christopher P. Ellerbe, former 
State Superintendent of Insurance, an@ 
years ago known as the handsomest 
man in St. Louis, is dead at his home 
in Ferguson, St. Louis County. 

His wife, Mrs. Mary Francis Ellerbe, 
who is a sister of David R. Francis, 
was with Col. Ellerbe when he died. 

Col. Ellerbe was 63 years old, and a 
Confederate veteran. He died from a 
complication of diseases, following a 
10-days’ illness. A fatal result was not 
expected, and funeral arrangements are 
awaiting word from Christopher P. E}l- 
lerbe Jr., an attorney in Tombstone, 
Ariz., and from Gov. Francis, who is in 
Paris. 

Was Legislative Agent. 
At sessions of the Legislature in Jef- 


ferson City for 20 years past, Col. El- 
lerbe was a familiar figure, He repre- 
sented the legislative interests of cor- 
porations, chiefly fire and life insur- 
ance companies. 

He was known as a quiet and effect- 
ive worker for the interests he repre- 
sented. While he avoided the pub- 
licity which certain legislative agents 
attained, he made no secret of the 
nature of his-work at the capital, and 
always contended that corporations were 
entitled to representation before the As- 
sembly. His methods never subjected 
him to criticism, and he was extremely 
popular among the lawmakers. 


Was of Distinguished Bearing, 


During the administration of his 
brother-in-law, Gov. Francis, ‘he was 
the head of the State Insurance De- 
partment.

Time for Giving Bond to Be 
Reduced to Thirty 
Days. 





A steering committee of seven, ap- 
pointed to see the 35-cent natural gas 
Hill through the processes of legislation, 
will attend Friday night’s meetitg of 
the House of Delegates, to request the 
passage of the bill, which the Public 
Improvements Committee has “held up” 
since May. 

The steering committee, which repre- 
sents the newly organized United Na- 
tural Gas Committee, will ask the House 
to amend the bill in several ways. Most 
of the suggested amendments have the 
approval of George V. Reynolds, attor- 
ney for the seekers of the franchise. 

The members of the steering commit- 
tee are kord Smith, chairman of the 
United Natural Gas Committee; I. Joel 
Wilson, its secretary; Sheridan Webster, 
Dr. W. H. Cotton, N. P. Zimmer, J. F. 
O. Reller and W. A. Minges. 


Business Orzanization<« Represented. 
The United Natural Gas Committee, 


organized Thursday night at the Mer- 
cantile Club, ‘is modeled after the 
United Free Bridge Committee. 

Representatives of a number of busi- 
ness and civic organizations. attended 
the meeting, and each was accorded 
representation in the new body, which 
is to continue its work until the pres- 
ent gas legislation is disposed of. Other 
similar organizations wil] be invited to 
join, only political clubs being ex- 
cluded, 

The amendments, recommended by a 
subcommittee, reduce the time limit for 
filing the bond to 30 days; require the 
franchise seekers to guarantee that 
natural fas will be piped to St. Louis; 
and make the franchise not negotiable. 
Minor amendments are also suggested. 


Bond Amendment\Agreed To. 
The first amendment, reducing the 


time for the bond, was adopted, those 
at the meeting said, in order to “call” 
Chairman W. J. Brennan of the House 
committee. He has said that the bill 
would be reported if this amendment 
were agreed to.

Campaign Excites No Interest 
in Republican Strongholds 
of North, 





SOUTHWEST IS ACTIVE 





Novelty Dealers Expect Better 
Business When Spellbind- 
ers Start Work. 





Campaign interest in the Northwest is 
at a low ebb, judged by the sales of 
campaign buttons in that part of the 
country, according to press dispatches 
from Chicago. The Northwest is con- 
sidered a Republican stronghold. 

St. Louls dealers, however, report a 
normal and, in some instances, a large 
trade in the Southwest, their selling ter- 
ritory, which is a Bryan stronghold. In- 
terest in that part of the country, 
judged by the sale of buttons, is lively. 

Oné large Chicago button dealer is 
quoted as follows: | 

“IT -scently made a trip through the 
Nort. vest, selling buttens and watch 
fobs, or, rather, trying to sell them. My 
entire sales would not pay my railroad 
fare, to say notiiing of the cost of the 
buttons and other novelties, such as 
campaign watch fobs I sold. 

Expects Business Later. 

“Later on when the spellbinders get 
to work and the hurrah of the cam/ 
paign begins, we expect to do some 
business, but for a month past—in fact, 
ever since the conventions, we have 
done almost nothing in the political nov- 
elty line.’’ 

The campaign button is not a part of 
the party executive committee ammu- 
nition. It is brought to the breast 
of the American voter through the me- 
dium of the small novelty merchant. 
The postcard rack and the corner knick- 
knack stand are the marts which supply 
the buttons to the consumer. 

They are bought and paid for in an 
excess of loyalty, each button costing a 
few cents. In previous presidential 
campaigns the button has figured prom- 
Inently in pre-election days. 

Butler Bros.’ St. Louis house, which 
sells to the Southwestern merchants, 
reports large sales of campaign novel- 
ties, including buttons. 

“We can hardly keep enough of these 
goods on hand to supply our customers,” 
it was said at Butler Bros. ‘The trade 
in campaign buttons has been very 
large and will grow larger and larger 
as the campaign draws nearer to the 
end.”’ 

More Speeches Wanted. 

At the St. Louls Button Co. a fair 
_ trade was reported. There it was said: 

“The sale of campaign buttons is in 
proportion t- the pumber of speeches 
delivered. Many speeches mean the sale 
of many buttons, There have not teen 
many speeches so far in this campaizsn, 
however, and the button trade has 
lagged somewhat. We expect a big 
trade a little later, though, end can say 
that the trade up to date has been about 
What conditions would lead us to ex- 
pect. That is, the sales have been about 
what they usually are up to this stage 
of the campaign. 

“This refers to presidential campaign 
buttons, We have done a good business 
fn State campaign buttons and local 
county elections and the like.”’ 

One retail dealer in St. Louis who has 
a large stand on a downtown corner, 
eaid: 

“We don't expect to do our. biggest 
button business until just a few weeks 
before election. That is the usual condi- 
tion. We have had, however, a first- 
class trade in Bryan buttons, but find 
the Taft button a poor seller in 8t. 
Louls, We sell about three or four Bry- 
an buttons to every Taft button.”

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RICHARD OLNEY’S CONCLUSIONS. 

\_ The letter of Richard Olney, former Secretary 
of State in Mr. Cleveland’s last administratign 
and one of Cleveland’s closest and most trustéd 
advisers, to the World and Post-Dispatch, is a 
strong and admirable document. Cool, calm, dis- 
passionate, analytical, without a trace of parti- 
san flub-dub, it is the kind of utterance needed 
now to direct the thought of intelligent men of 
all parties to the vital issues of the national cam- 
paign. 

Thruéting aside si haciiines and personalities of 
candidate, Mr. Olney considers the parties and 
what they actually stand for. “He looks upon 
each candidate as the representative of his party, 





who will be practically the creature of his party, 
He sums up the paramount issue in the question: 


Ought the Republican party to be defeated 
in the pend:ng presidential campaign? 
Considering the reasons pro and con Mr. Ol- 


ney’s answer is an emphatic YES.

The Roosevelt policies with regard to the judi- 


ciary Mr. Olney thinks should defeat Mr. Taft. 


He finds that under these policies reiterated by 
Mr. Taft no lawyer can hope to go to the 
Supreme bench who does not believe in enlarg- 
ing the powers of the general government by 
judicial construction, and that no judge who 
does not support the views and desires of the 
administration can escape assault and the in- 
flaming of public sentiment against him by 
criticisms and aspersions. 

Mr. Olney answers the «-iticism of Mr. Bryan’s 
view that public ownership of railways will ulti- 
mately come by saying that Bryan has courage 
and openly speaks his mind, whereas Mr. Roose- 
velt and Mr. Taft, while publicly deprecating pub- 
lic ownership, are committed to a program of ex- 
treme railway regulation which will inevitably 
bring it about. 

Replying to the point that Mr. Bryan cannot 
bring about tariff reform, Mr. Olney pertinently 
says that his election would prove that tdriff 
reduction has a powerful public sentiment, both 
Republican and Democratic, back of it and would 
probably result in an immediate measure of 
revision, and in any event would be a long step 
towards the triumph of tariff reform. 

Mr. Olney finds a menace in Mr. Roosevelt’s 
attempt to dictate a successor, and in his policy 
of federal encroachment upon the rights of the 
states. He finds a menace to business in the 
continuation of the hysteria from which the 


Teountry has suffered and declares that Bryan’s 


electiot®-would bring about business needs—-rest 
and peace. 

In short, Mr. Olney brings the issues of 
the campaign to the vital point—the cause 
which each party represents—and unequivo- 
cally declares that the Democratic cause 
should win and the Republican cause should 
be defeated.

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CONSERVATION OF RESOURCES. 

Returning from a long trip through the West, 
Secretary Wilson of the Agricultural Department 
says that the movement for the preservation of 
national resources has not been inaugurated any 
too soon, 

The destruction of the forests is already 
ing upon the industries of the country. It is 
no longer denied that the floods and freshets in 
the spring and the drying up of streams in sum- 
mer is due to this cause. Two beet sugar fac- 
tories in Colorado have been closed because of 
the shortage of water supply. 

Mr. Wilson is sure that the restoration of the 
forests will correct these conditions and restore 
the balance of natural forces absolutely necessary 
to a systematic development of industry. 

The destruction of any natural resource is a 
matter of sentimenta! regret only, until it be- 
comes @ menace to tke general economic inter- 
ests of the country. This has been especially the 
case with the forests, the felling of which has 
been the theme of declamation and poetry, which 
have had no effect upon the exploiters whose in- 
terest required a speedy conversion of the forest 
into hard cash. But when other industries feel 
the pinch, even when the connection is indirect 





or remote, the practical sense of the country 


wakes up. A demand arising from this knowl- 
edge that the entire industrial system of the 
country would be ¢rippled by the reckless cut- 


ting of timber, gave rise to President Roosevelt’s 


call to the governors and the creation of the 


National Conservation and ‘Inland Waterways 
Commissions. They are the response not to a sen- 
timental regret, but to a practical need, and are’ 
backed bs the united industrial interests of the 
country.

of that State. Nothing came of it. A similar 
attempt is now making in Minnesota with not 
better prospect of success.

Adulterated Buttermilk.

It might’ be well for our milk inspectors to try to. 
squelch the practice of certain dairies of adulterating 
buttermilk. Enough buttermilk to supply the de- 
mand does not obtain from the churning of butter 
and some dealers resort to water to help them out. 
Quite frequently I purchase buttermilk at -nigit 
and place it on ice for breakfast the next morning. 
About one-half the time I. wake up to find the bot- 
tle contains about three-fourths clear water and one- 
fourth buttermilk, these two properties having sep- 
arated themselves during the night. It also has a 
tart taste as if vinegar was added to it; probably 
some preservative is added. Pure buttermilk 
is palatable and wholesome, but the mixture we sorne- 
times get is unhealthful.
